NEW APPOINTMENTS: 


We are pleased to announce that Dr. Barbara Y. Main, of the 
Department of Zoology, University of Western Australia, has accepted 
the Position of Convenor of the Conservation Committee. This post had 
been held by Dr. Pat Marks from 1969 to 1972, and the Executive is most 
grateful for her efforts during this time, which included the preparation 
of a lengthy submission to the Senate Select Committee on Wildlife 
Conservation.

In the absence of Dr. Elizabeth Exley on sabbatical leave, 
the Entomological Society of Queensland has appointed Mr. Bryan Cantrell, 
of the Department of Entomology, University of Queensland, as its 
Representative Councillor for 1973. 


POSSIBLE CHANGES TO THE JOURNAL: 


The Executive is considering the desirability of changing the 
format of the Journal. Its discussions have been prompted by criticisms 
of the present format made by members who are potential contributors of 
papers. 


Possible changes so far discussed include: 


Change of page size.- the present page size is not an exact 
fraction of standard paper sheets, and its use involves extra costs in 
cutting to size. A very slight alteration (from the present 6 1/2 x 
10 1/8" to 6 7/8 x 9 7/8") would overcome this problem. 


Change of front cover.- the Contents list might be moved to the 
back cover, and the front cover re-designed. 


Change of type font and page layout.- there have been 
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suggestions for minor changes of type font, slightly wider spacing of 
lines, and the insertion of blank lines between paragraphs. 


The Executive recognizes the disadvantages of altering the page 
size of a serial publication, and believes that a change should only be 
made for very good reasons. 


Any changes introduced could not be put into effect until Volume 
13 in 1974. However, decisions will have to be reached by Council well 
before the end of the present year. If the page size is altered, it would 
be an appropriate occasion on which to introduce any other changes of 
current Journal format or conventions. It would be helpful to the 
Executive if members who have strong views for or against changes of page 
size, cover or type font would make these known by writing to the 
Secretary. The Executive would also be pleased to receive suggestions 
for any other changes of presentation which members feel would improve 
the attractiveness of the Journal to contributors and readers.

WESTERN AUSTRALIA: 


Jarrah Leaf Miner in Western Australia 


The epidemic of Jarrah Leaf Miner, Perthtda glyphopa 
(Lepidoptera : Incurvariidae), reported in Bulletin 8 (2), has continued 
in the south-west of W.A. The pest was first noted attacking jarrah 
(Eucalyptus marginata) and flood gum (£. rudis) in coastal areas in the 
1920's, but in the late 1950's outbreaks were noted in the jarrah forest 
east of Manjimup. Since then the area of infestation has increased, 
reaching about 5,400 square miles in 1971 and 5,600 square miles in 1972. 
Of this some 1,500 square miles were in the forest and the rest in partly 
Cleared land. The above area does not include infestations in the 
coastal plain, where jarrah is scattered through cleared land. 


Some jarrah trees are resistant to leaf miner attack. Comparing 
their girth increments with those of susceptible trees growing within an 
infested forest, the increment of susceptible trees was decreased by over 
50% during 1968-71. No trees were killed by the repeated infestations, 
however. 


The leaf miner is attacked by several species of hymenopterous 
parasites and bird predators. In some situations an outbreak is prevented 
by the combined attack of the parasites and predators, while in others 
only the predators are important. The more diverse the attack the smaller 
is the chance of an outbreak. 
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Spider activity 


Public interest in spiders seems to have been stimulated this 
summer by their increased activity and numbers, as evidenced by the 
queries received by W.A. Museum and Department of Agriculture. Two 
species in particular have been most frequently reported - the common 
orb-weaving argiopid, Araneus sp. and the locally feared, poisonous red- 
back, Latrodectus sp. The exceptionally dry season, which has been 
punctuated by relatively humid cool periods, appears to have stimulated 
them to greater activity, fortunately so far with no marked increase in 
injury to the populace.

Dr. D.A. Maelzer, of the Waite Institute, is at present on 
study leave in Canberra. He is developing a computer model for populations 
of rose aphid on roses. 


Mr. R.H. Maddern has been appointed a Postdoctoral Fellow at the 
Waite Institute for a two-year study of Coccinellidae. Mr. Maddern has 
just completed a thesis for a Ph.D. at the Genetics Department, University 
of Adelaide. 


Mr. R.W. Portman, Extension Entomologist, University of Idaho, 
visited the S.A. Department of Agriculture in January. He was travelling 
with a party of wheatgrowers studying cereal production. Mr. Portman is 
vitally interested in the problems involved with legislation controlling 
pesticide usage.

Mr. G.R. Wearne (CSIRO, Canberra) also visited Tasmania during 
January, surveying potato moth areas to check for the presence of 
parasites. 


Dr. E.B. Britton (CSIRO, Canberra) and his wife and daughter 
visited Tasmania recently, on leave but collecting water beetles - the 
kind of thing entomologists are wont to do when on holiday! 


Dr. E.F. Riek (CSIRO, Canberra) joined an expedition in December 
to the Hellyer Gorge in NW Tasmania. The party collected fossils in an 
Upper Carboniferous sedimentary mudstone deposit, and their finds included 
a fossil insect belonging to the Megasecoptera or Palaeodictyoptera. This 
fossil from a 290 million year old deposit is the oldest yet discovered in 
the southern hemisphere, and has great zoogeographical importance as these 
two orders have previously been known only from the northern hemisphere.

AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY: 


CSIRO Divitston of Entomology 


Mr. R.G. Lukins has relinquished his position as Scientific 
Assistant to the Chief of the Division, and is returning to the Division's 
unit in Sydney to work on biological control of orchard scales. The 
Division has appointed as Information and Public Relations Officer 
Mr. Ayis Ioannides, who was previously engaged in research in the 
Department of Neurobiology at the Australian National University. 


Dr. E.F. Riek left the Division at Christmas for a 16-month trip 
overseas. He spent January in South Africa searching for fossil insects, 
and then went to Tallahassee, Florida, where he will be working on 
Ephemeroptera for 12 months. He will return via several museums in Europe, 
and is due back in Canberra in May 1974. 


Professor T. Eisner is working in the Division from September 
1972 to June 1973, on sabbatical leave from the Department of Entomology 
of Cornell University. His principal interest is defensive secretions of 
insects, and he is using the Division's scanning electron microscope to 
investigate the ultrastructure of the glands and other structures 
associated with these secretions. He is also interested in plant 
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chemicals and the way in which insects use these to manufacture defensive 
secretions, and eucalypts and their insects are providing an abundance of 
material for this study. 


Dr. I. Kriston, of the Biology Department of Frankfurt University, 
West Germany, has joined Prof. Eisner for part of his stay. Amongst other 
projects she is investigating the defensive secretions of nasute termites, 
and she is also conducting training experiments with cockroaches in mazes 
as part of a study of the sensory role of scents and sex pheromones in 
these insects. 


Another visitor to the Division is Dr. J.C. de M. Carvalho, 
Director of the National Museum in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. He will be 
working for several months on the taxonomy of Australian Miridae 
(Hemiptera), on which he will eventually publish a monograph. 


Dr. J.M. Hardman joined the Grain Storage section in January 
from the Department of Biology of Simon Fraser University, British Columbia, 
Canada, where he worked for a Ph.D. on predator/prey interactions in a 
wolf spider/fruit fly system. He will be undertaking a wide-ranging 
ecological study of grain insects for eventual computer modelling of 
populations of stored products pests. 


Dr. D.E. Evans has also joined the Grain Storage section as an 
ecologist. He will be investigating the temperature tolerance of various 
grain pests, and will also develop sampling methods for populations of 
stored product insects. He has previously worked on the ecology and 
control of cercopids on sugar in Trinidad, and before that on coffee pests 
in Kenya and cotton pests in Sudan. 


Dr. Eric Rumbo came to the Division in January from the 
National Standards laboratory in Sydney, where he was studying the effects 
of low temperature on the electrical properties of copper and silver. He 
comes originally from Gibraltar, and was at Cambridge University as an 
undergraduate and postgraduate student before coming to Australia. He will 
be working on the loss of water from insect cuticle under various 
conditions of dehydration.

About 30 
species of Psocoptera were taken, several of which are certainly 
undescribed; at least two genera not previously recorded from Australia 
were taken. 
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A new species of Spongilla fly (Neuroptera: Sisyridae) was 
collected, and larvae of another species and the freshwater sponges on 
which they feed were also taken.

Butterfltes of Kitriwina Island 


Some interesting butterflies were captured on a recent visit to 
Kiriwina, largest of the Trobriand Islands which lie about 120 miles off 
the coast of south-east New Guinea. Over 40 species were taken in the 
course of a week. 


Perhaps most noteworthy was Doleschallia noorma Gr.-Sm. & Kby., 
of which a female resembling the Fergusson Island sub-species antima 
Fruhst. was taken. Cyrestis acilia (Godt.) and Arhopala thamyras (L.) were 
also collected, and resembled their Fergusson Island forms. It appears 
that none of the above species has been recorded from islands off south- 
east New Guinea beyond the D'Entrecasteaux Archipelago. 
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Other species not unexpectedly taken, although perhaps not 
formally recorded from Kiriwina, included Paptlto fuscus tndicatus Butl., 
Graphtum agamemnon ligatus (Roths.), G. codrus medon (Feld.) and 
G. sarpedon choredon (Feld.j.

didlo SURVEY OF PETRA RIVERS, N, Ys 


The first half of this survey by CSIRO Division of Entomology, 
part of the fact-finding study of the Northern Territory Uranium Province 
(see Bulletin 8 (3): 70), took place in October - November 1972. Four 
4-wheel drive vehicles, three caravans and eleven persons took part, and 
the party was joined for some of the time by entomologists of the 
Northern Territory Administration. 


The survey was timed to coincide with the normal occurrence of 
the first summer storms, but these did not break until the party had left, 
which meant that drought conditions prevailed throughout the area and 
much country had been burnt. 
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The area surveyed stretches eastwards from the South Alligator 
River to Nabarlek, about 40 miles east of the East Alligator River, and 
runs northwards to Cooper Creek from the Jim Jim Falls area. 


Well over 10,000 specimens were collected, representing about 
2000 species. At first glance it seems that about 30% of these will be 
undescribed. 


Access to the country was not the best but most of the existing 
tracks were covered successfully with Toyota Landcruisers and caravans, 
which were driven to the area from Canberra. 


One of the more interesting of the localities discovered was 
the Mount Brockman Range and its surrounds. Rainforest-filled gorges, 
cutting into the tall sandstone escarpment, with running water (even in 
the drought) were found. It is in these gorges that the possibility of 
finding endemic fauna is greatest. 


A second survey is to be carried out after the wet season.

(Mallophaga) occurring on Passeriformes (Aves). University of 
California Publications in Entomology 68 180 pp., 43 figs, price 
SUS6-50 from University of California Press, 2223 Fulton Street, 
Berkeley, California 94720, U.S.A. ISBN: 0-520-09412-3. 


This substantial work redescribes the genus Rtctnus 
(Mallophaga : Amblycera, ectoparasites of passerine birds), and revises 
the New World species. Eight species groups are distinguished, and 38 
species are considered valid. Biological information on the genus is 
extensively reviewed, and the external morphology is described in great 
detail. A hypothetical phylogeny is proposed for the genus, based both 
on morphological characters and on host relationships. The volume is 
completed by a large bibliography.
